T°? correct fuch grofs vices, as lead us to commit real injury on 
others, is a part of morals, and the obyeét of the moft ordinary 
education. Where that is not attertded to, im fome degree, no human 
fociety can fubfrft. But, in order to render converfation, and the in- 


- tercourfe of minds, more eafy and agreeable, good manners have been 


mvented, and ‘have carried the matter fomewhat farther. Wherever 
nature has given the mind a propenfity to any vice, or to any paflion 
difagreeable to others, refined breeding has taught men to throw the 
bias on the oppofite fide, and to preferve, in all their behaviour, the 
appearance a fentiments different from thofe to which they naturally 
incline. ‘hus as we are commonly proud and felfifl, and apt to al- 
fume the preference above others, a polite man learns to behave with 
defeience towards his companions, and to yield the fuperiority to them, 
in all the common incidents of fociety. In like manner, wherever a 
perfon’s fituation may naturally beget any difagreeable fufpicion in 


him, it is the part of good manners to prevent it, by a ftudied difplay 


of fentimenis dire€ily contrary to thofe, of which lie is apt to be jeal- 
ous. Thus, old men know their infirmities, and naturally dread con- 
fempt from the youth ; hence, well-educated youth redoubie the in- 
flances of 1efpe&t and deference to their elders. Strangers and foreign- 
ers are without proteétion ; henceé in all polite countries, they receive 
the higheft civilities, and are entitled to the firft place in every ¢om- 
pany. A mairis lord in his own fantily, and his guefls are, in a man- 
her, fubje& to his authority : Hence, he is always the lowelt perfon in 
the company ; attentive to the wants of every one ; and giving himfelt 
all the trouble, in order to pleafe, which may not betray too vilible an 
affe€tion, or inpofe too muchconfiraint on his guefts. Gallantry is noth- 
mg but an inftancé of the fame generous attention. As nature has 
given man the fuperiority above woman, by endowing him with great- 
ér ftrength both of mind and body, it is his part to alleviate that fupe- 
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riority, as much as poffible, by the generofity of his behaviour, and by 
a ftudied deference for all her inclinations and opinions. Barbarous 
nations difplay this fuperiority, by reducing their females to the. moft 
abject flavery ; by confining them, by beating them, by rs them, 
by killing them. But among a polite people, the male fex difcover 
their authority in a more genérous, though not lefs evident manner; 
by civility, by refpeét, by camplaifance, and, in a word, by gallantry, 
In good company, you need not afk, who is matter of the feaft. The 
man who fits in the loweft place, and who is always induftrious in 
helping every one, is certainly the perfon. We muft either condemn 
all hack infténices of wenerolity, as top pill and affected, or adinit of gal- 
lantry among the refi. The ancient Mufcovites wedded their wives, 
with a whip, inflead ofaring. Thefame people, in their own houfes, 
took always the precedence above foreigners, even foreign ambaffa- 
dors. | ; 

Gallantry is not lefs confiftent with wifdom and prudence, than 
with nature and_generofity ; and, when under proper regulations, con- 
tributes more, than any other invention, to the entertainment and im- 
provement of both fexes: Among every f{pecies.of animals, nature 
has founded on the love between the fexes, their {weeteft and ‘beft en- 
joyments, But the fatistaétion of the bodily appetie 1s not alone fuf- 
ficrent to gratify the mind; and even among brute creatures, we find 
that their play and dalliance, and other expreflions of fpndnels, form 
the preateit part of the entertainment. In rational beings, we mutt 
certainly. admit the mind for a confiderable thare. Were.we to rob the 
feat of all its garniture of reafon, difeourfe, fympathy, friendthip, and 
gaiety, what remains, would fearcely be worth acceptance, in the judg- 
ment of the truly elegant and luxurious. ;

. fentiment of tendernefs, She kuows not that enchanung pafiion 
which difpofes the mind, now to fear, and now to hope; which now 
tortures with anxiety and now. relaxes with joy ; whieh moiflens the 
eye with the tear, that is now foft and agreeable, and now painful and 
fevere. The only objects of her life are to pleafe and to receive adu- 
lation. She muft perpetually be in the circle of adrairers. She will 
whifper ane, {mile to another, and lean familiarly on the fhoulder of a 
third. Solitude is her utmoft averfion. She is jealous of every woman, 
and would gain the admiration of every man. Though chafle, you 
would fancy that fhe enteriained a contempt of modefly. Her cheek 
1s never fuffuled with the crimfon blufh; her eye never courts the 
ground ; and the uneafy fufpicions, and the gentle timidities of virtue, 
never alarm her. She flies from topic to topic; fhe afks a thouland 
queflions, and waits no retarnto them, Her body fhares the activity 
of her mind., She is confiantly throwing herfelf into attitudes that 
may difplay her charms. She draws on, and pulls off her glove, that 
you may admire the fhape of her hand and arm. Weather the con-

verfation be pleafant or grave, fhe -muft laugh, becanfe her teeth are to 
be fhown. The fops that furround her, are more numerous than a 
rigid decency may require, and more-noify than is confiftent with good 
breeding. With a pure imagination you would think that her thoughts 
were perpetually employed on fome plan of improper gallantry. She 
is not fond of the company of her own fex; and it is fortunate that it 
is fo. Her levity might give a taint.to tender and fufceptible heartsy 
She, herfelf, is in no danger of any fatal indifcretion. The coldnefs 
of her temperament proteéts her. hemthe dreffes, it is not her own 
tafte that fhe cenfults. She muft be in the very extremity of the 
mode, She takes a pleafure in affe€ting weaknefs and fragility ; anc 
it muft be conteffed, that-fhe is much too pretty to plant her foot om 
the ground. When fhe walks, fhe muft totter. Her nerves are alu 
moft always in diforder ; and, in the brifknefs of vivacity, and in the 
bloc:n of health fhe muff give herfelf an air of melancholy and fick: 
nefs. She muft appear in-every public aflembly ; and is as frequently 
at the church as at the theatre. But imagine not that fhe is fo very 
unfafhionable as to be devout in the one, or attentive to what is exhib.

What may pafs at fif- 
teen, is difguiting at fifty. The frivolity of her youth is carried into 
her age; iteven accompanies her when walted with difeafe; and it-is

ULTIVATED minds have pleafures which furpafs the vulgar ap~ 


“XY prehenfion, They have their pains as wel!—tor there 1s an evil 
peculiar to refined feeling, which the untaught ruftic 1s happily ignos 
rant of.

they are pleafedtodignify with the name of fenfibility, and pique them- 
felves on adifpofition which difqualifies them for focial virtue, or fo- 
cial happinefs. What pity, that a quality meant to heighten every real 
blefling, fhould be afcribed to the mere chimera of a fickly Srain !— 
Never nay you, my dears, by indulging thefe f€i:10us feelings, refine 
away the fel.city, which a. kind’ Providence {catters in your path of life.

| Nourifh in your boloms, humillty and good-nature—ibetfe will teach 


you to make the bell of your lot, whatever it he, and give a relith to 
every enjoyment—all is ferene, where they refide. Hunnlity, by ar- 
rogating nothing to herfelf, remains unhurt at the fupercilious icorn 
of ignorance or pride ; and good-nature, by cafling a ver over the 
soibles of others, piclents to our vicw the befl fide of this motley {cene. 
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Without doubt, meee’ minds have a quicker fen{e of what is beau- 
tiful in nature, or defirable in lite, than the peafant whofe ideas extend 
not beyond his daily occupations—perhaps they feel alfo more acutely 
the evils of their condition : yet the perfons who fuffer molt by this 
affeéied fenfibility, are not they who have the greateft {hare of affliive 
events, but the idly fpeculative, who, being employed to no good pur- 
pofe, have time to nourith thofe artificial feelings which nature knows 
nothing of. 

Senfibility ! what is it ?—Is it not that delicate perception of nat. 

ural and moral beauty, which the Creator has implanted in the foul to 
exalt its happine(s, and awaken its nobleit paflions ? How greatly then 
do they err, who fubftitute in the room of this beft gift of heaven, that 
which is the very weaknefs of humanity, pride and peevilhnels. 
- It is paying but a poor compliment to literary purfuits, to fuppofe 
they are produétive of that foftnefs which unfits the mind for enduring 
the common accidents of life.—And thofe attainments are of little va- 
lue, that ferve no better purpofe than than to barb the arrows of mis- 
fortune, with flings which the unenlightened never feel. But prob- 
ably they who dream of fuch effets are the fuperficial, who have never 
dived beyond the furface of literature, and whofe feeble intellects are 
unabie to digeft even the little they have imbibed. 

If you have really made any advancement in mental improvement, 
it will invigorate the powers of the foul, and infpire her with that mag- 
nanimity which is certainly necellary to the happinefs of a being, who 
is every moment expofed to forrow and difappointment. Value not 
yourfelves on any refinements that are fhort of this effect. 

Some, I know, are even reftrained from the exercife of benevolence 
by this affectation of fenfibility—their feelings are too tender to bear 
with fcenes of diftrefs, and too refined for the duties of focial life; 
they therefore keep at an untniendly diftance trom fociety, felt the ig- 
norance or rudenefs they there may meet with, fhould wound their ex- 
ceffive delicacy—but how is this obeying the injunétion of the apeolle, 
who exhorts us to be kindly affeétioned one to another—bearing with 
each other’s infirmities ? S . 

In fine, my dear girls, come to the feaft of focial life, accompanied 
by the virtues of humility and charity, and you will not arife diffatish- 
ed from the entertainment.

contrived the moft ealy and fimple means for the fuftenance and pre- 
fervation of every creature, and the {pider’s web was undoubtedly in- 
tended not only to form nets, but to convey them to diftant places, in- 
{lead of wings.

commanding whatever we may judge to be neceflary for their particu- 
jar good government, peace, and tranquillity.

HIS MAJESTY’S BIRTH DAY. 

The Queen wore the moft coftly and beautiful drefs that ever am 
peared at court. It was a filver tiffue body and train, bordered with 
lilac, over which was a covering of lace. The petticoat green filk,

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covered with one piece of Bruffels lace fix yards wide, and one and an 
half long, the only work of the kind ever made; over the petticoat 
was a loofe drapery of lilac filk, covered with lace, tied up with branch- 
es of diamonds mounted as {now drops, with bows and loofe taffels of 
diamonds hanging from them. The bottom was flounced with lace, 
headed with rows of diamonds. Her Majefty’s head drefs was very 
_ profufely ornamented with diamonds, and fhe wore a diamond ftoma- 
ger, with a miniature of the King. 

Each bouquet of her Majefty’s petticoat had a central ftone in the 
roffette valued at 2000]. the rofette, including this ftone, is valued at 
goool, and the boquets, of which there were fix, at 8000]. each. Add- 
ing to the amount of thefe, that of the other diamonds upon the petti- 
coat, and thofe upon the head drefs and ftomager, the drefs worn b 
her Majefty yeflerday could not be worth lefs than 100,000]. and the 
tafte difplayed in the arrangement of the whole was well fuited to 
fuch an expenditure.

HALIFAX, Auguf 11. 
Extrad of a letter from Governor Hamilton, to a gentlemanin this 
town,- dated Burmuda, Fuly 25. 

** ] requeit you will communicate to Governor Wentworth, the fol- 
lowing extraét of a letter, dated Barbadoes, July 10, 1792: “1 catch 
up the pen to tell you, that a London trading fhip arrived here yefter- 
day, which, twelve days ago, {poke the Lord Campden, Eaft-Indiaman, 
in a fhort paffage from Madras. The commander informed, that Lord 
Cornwallis, in a late general engagement with ‘Tippoo Saib, had com- 
pletely routed him. Seringapatarh was immediately invefted, and, after 
a fhort refrftance, furrendered by capitulation : That Tippoo was re- 
duced to the humiliating conditions of acceding to the whole ot the 
conqucror’s terms, and, among other facrifices, agreed to forfeit and 
fequefter half his dominions, and to pay, at an early period, the fum of 
three millions, fterling; delivering up his two eldeft fons as hoftages 
for the perfermance. The territory to be partitioned among the three 
invading powers.” 

RICHMOND, Auguf 3. 

A few nights ago four foldiers belonging to a company of new re- 
cruits, which were encamped near this city, went to an adjoining tarm 
upon a marauding expedition, about ten o'clock, and took their muf- 
Kets for their defence, Upon their arrival, as they were entering a 
melon patch, they were hailed by the overfeer, who ordered them to 
march off or he would fire on them ; but one of them in defiance of his 
orders, began pulling the melons, upon which he was fired on, and re- 
ceived a load’of fmall thot in his belly, which brought him to the 
ground, One of his comrades finding that he was wounded, immedi- 
ately fired his piece at the overfeer, and {hot him in the arm and fhoul- 
der; a friend of the latter ftanding by, armed with a cane only, rufhed

PHILADELPHIA, Auguf 15. 
“By a courier arrived at Havre-de-Grace, juft as an American 
veffel was about to fail for New-York, and which had but 27 days 
aflage, the intelligence was received, that the army of M. la Fayette 
taken the citadel of Namur, after having cannonaded and bombard- 
ed it for 48 hours fucceflively, with a formidable train of artillery, 
and then carried it by affault as foon as the breaches were fufficient to 
render it pra¢ticable. The French killed g000 men, made 1500 pri- 
foners, and only loft 500 men inthe aftion. After the capture of the 
citadel, the French entered the town, where the inhabitants were 
dreffed in the national cockade, and where the three coloured flag was 
unfurled and ornamented by the cap of liberty. 
“The citizens offered refrefhmenis to the French trocps, who ac- 
cepted, but paid for what they took. 
“ Detachments of M. la Fayette’s army furprifed and took Mons 
and Charleroy, where they made 1750 prifoners.”
